There are a number who will take 
issue with this opinion—Canadian 
business men and salesmen who have 
sought increase of trade in Japan, | 
speak unqualifiedly in approval of | 
the Canadian diplomatic work in en¬ 
couraging trade relations. 

Until Canada has added greatly to 
her own population, she must depend 
for her prosperity on her export 
trade. She must bend every effort 
to increase this trade. If she wants 
to bring her wares before the eyes 
of other nations, she must have a res¬ 
ident intermediary—one whose busi¬ 
ness it is to know the channels of 
..approach, and preferences of the 
people. It would be unlikely that a 
British minister from Britain, would 
be as familiar- with Canadian indus¬ 
tries, as a Canadian. It'would be too 
much to expect that he would push 
Canada's interests on all occasions. 
His knowledge of Canada would 
dotAtless be sketchy or theoretical. 
It would not seem to be economy in 
the long run to cut down on any 
ministry which would pave the way 
to development of world trade.

clauses and provisions, not touched 
upon by the salesman. 

But it is the contract which counts. 
What the salesman may have said or 
left unsaid, cannot offset the agree¬ 
ment which has been signed. If the 
signer has failed to read the contract 
that is merely his hard luck. 

It is a tradition of British law that 
a contract is sacred ami binding; if 
it is not binding.it is not a contract 
—a merp scrap of paper. All con¬ 
tracts should be read before being 
signed, for a legal contract is bind¬ 
ing in any court of the land, and re¬ 
dress cannot be had unless The victim 
can prove misrepresentation of fact. 

It is the contract that counts in 
the end, regardless of what the ag¬ 
ent or salesman has said, and no one 
should sign a contract until it has 
been read and considered clause by 
clause.

Canadian Universities Train Students 
for Industrial and Agricultural 
World 


Since great perseverance has been 
shown for many years fay university 
jn obtaining the most efficient profes¬ 
sors and teachers available, and in 
securing the best equipment for their 
laboratories and research work, the 
influence of the universities upon ag¬ 
riculture and industry has _ become 
very marked. The agricultural col¬ 
leges, of which there is at least one 
in every province, send out annually 
hundreds of young men and women 
who have spent four years in a high¬ 
ly specialized course, or who have 
taken specially designed short cour¬ 
ses where their time has been equally 
divided between practical and theo¬ 
retical studies in everything apper¬ 
taining to farming and industry. The 
obvious result is that the agricultur¬ 
al standards of the country have 
been greatly improved. 

Through their extension lectures, 
Canadian colleges have produced al¬ 
most a revolution in farming meth¬ 
ods; they have, moreover, prevailed 
with success upon the Departments 
of Education in the Prairie Provinces 
to introduce text books on agriculture 
into the elementary schools, so that 
even children of 12 years learn some¬ 
thing concerning such important mat¬ 
ters as correct crop rotation, modem 
system of fertilization, and the de¬ 
struction of weeds and insects. 

The universities of Canada are the 
supreme courts of appeal in technical 
matters for most of the principal in¬ 
dustries. Their departments of min¬ 
eralogy and chemistry are continually 
being referred to; while at McGill 
University, the department devoted 
to pulp and paper research is an out¬ 
standing example of authority.

A recent statement has been made 
that from careful scientific tests ov¬ 
er several years, a proper applica¬ 
tion of mechanical power in farming 
has reduced the cost of producing a 
bushel of wheat, from 75c to below 
40c and that man-hour time involved 
has been cut almost to a third. 
Therefore in the near future dollar 
wheat will yield better profits than 
the $1.35 wheat of former days.

PROTECT HOME FRUIT 


The anti dumping duties which are 
being applied to protect Canadian 
vegetable and fruit growers, will be 
greeted with joy by B. C. growers 
and those of southern Ontario. Un¬ 
questionably the fruit growers of 
Canada are under great disadvantage 
in competing with American fruit. 
The U.S. product ripens earlier than 
in Canada, and establishes itself on 
the. markets. Later when the Cana¬ 
dian fruits and vegetables should 
command the market, the American 
growers are able to dump their re¬ 
maining surplus stores in Canada, 
thus ruining the prices for the home 
product. 

There has never been evidence to 
show that small fruit and vegetable 
■growers have amassed much wealth. 
They are greatly at the mercy of 
foreign competition. 

The new tariff change may raise 
the price of fruit somewhat to the 
consumer. But in justice to an in¬ 
dustry that has much to contend 
with, it is unlikely that the added 
expense will be greatly begrudged. 

The consumer pays relatively high¬ 
er prices for much that is grown 
within a stone’s throw of his home.

But the electric washing machine, 
the electric range and the vacuum 
are the great salvation of woman 
kind. While the washing machine is 
uttending to its labors, a few minutes 
with the electric vacuum restores the 
house as if freshly “housecleaned.’’

The ulti¬ 
mate point of shipment is Manches¬ 
ter where several lots of similar 
Canadian feeders have already been 
received and distributed to farmers 
and feeders in England to be finish¬ 
ed for the English butchers.

,of shipping s^ace is $15 per head. It 
is said the department of agriculture 
is endeavoring to have reductions 
made both in railway rates and cost 
of ocean space for future shipments 
so that Canadian cattle can be laid 
down in England at a price which 
will enable them to compete with the 
home grown animals and leave a de¬ 
cent margin of profit to pioducers in 
Canada.

THREE FOLD SCHEME 


TRI MOTORS NEEDED 


BOTH JUMPED IN 


SATURDAY AFTER SUPPER CASH SP1CIAL 


The scheme fathered by Hon. 
Robert Weir, Minister of Agriculture 
to encourage the movement of feeder 
cattle and lambs from west to east, 
has a three-fold objective: 

To provide better finished young 
cattle for the market, to enable the 
farmers with substantial supplies of 
good feed to use it to advantage, and 
to assist in the marketing of coarse 
grains which will be available at fair 
ly attractive prices. 

There are plenty of young cattle 
available for feeding on the western 
ranges. There is a good supply of* 
roughage available in many sections 
of the Dominion. And coarse grains, 
so necessary to the proper finishing 
of beef, are cheaper than they have 
been for a long time. 

By combining the areas which can 
feed cattle with areas which can pro¬ 
duce them, the Federal Department 
hopes in a measure to alleviate the 
present somewhat unsatisfactory 
condition in the cattle market and at 
the same time to encourage the devel 
opment of properly finished young 
cattle, for which there is a growing 
demand in both the domestic and ex¬ 
port market. 


Tri motored airplanes are recom¬ 
mended by Squadron Leader Cowley, 
'Superintendent of Air Regulations, 
as being the only safe method of 
mail transport through the Rockies. 
After his experiences in Hying over 
the mountain areas, he is convinced 
that the huge tri motors are needed, 
to cope with the natural difficulties 
of mountain flying.

“There is no place in Canada for 
pessimists” says Mr. Macaulay of 
the Sun Life at the recent convention 
held at Jasper Park.

Sir John Simon’s report recom¬ 
mends that all departments in each 
province should be turned over to the 
Ministers of the Legislatures, in or¬ 
der to develop the responsibility of 
the Ministry. 

The central government which in 
turn dominates the Legislatures, still 
remains predominantly British as 
would the army. In fact the power 
of the Rritish army still looms very 
large.
